Wired calls out Minnesota, 

Land of 10,000 People Too Polite to Be Good Drivers

innesota’s private shame has 
become its national embar¬ 
rassment. 

You can thank Wired 
magazine, with its recent story about 
the state’s enduring failure to adopt the 
“zipper merge,” a widely used — as in: 
almost ever 5 rwhere but here — method of 
merging in highway traffic. Done properly, 
the zipper system has traffic moving faster, 
and with fewer accidents. 

Done not at all, as here in Minnesota, and 
we wind up with one lane flying along at 
speed, with another row of drivers inching 
along, begging for an opening in the fast 
lane.

Why Arne Carlson 
is voting for Clinton 

The former governor didn’t leave the Republican Party. It left him. 


A condensed version of a conver¬ 
sation with Arne Carlson, Min¬ 
nesota's governor from 1991-99: 
I was working for Hubert 
Humphrey in 1960, ’61, and a real tension 
grew between labor and the academic wing 
of the Democratic Party. It was manifested 
very sharply here in Minnesota. 

I had been getting more and more into 
budgets. And you’ve got to remember, in 
those days. Democrats would keep running 
all these deficits. So I felt more comfort¬ 
able with Republicans, particularly on the 
budgetary side, and I still do. 

People forget, in the 1960s, the Min¬ 
neapolis City Council was Republican. I 
was the majority leader. Now there isn’t a 
single Republican, and there isn’t a prayer. 

We in America tend to use this phrase 
“all of a sudden.” There’s no all of a sudden. 
This has been going on almost 40 years, 
going back to the 1970s. In Minnesota, it 
erupted in the form of Christian conserva¬ 
tives coming in. They first came into the 
Democratic Party. And they introduced 
this litmus-test philosophy, largely on the 
issue of abortion, but there was strong 
religious overtones. And they found the 
Democratic Party pretty hostile. 

I would say in the ’80s, the takeover of 
the Republican Party was complete. It also 
started to take on some ugly overtones on 
human rights, the feeling that we, society, 
had gone too far, for human rights. 

I had introduced, I think, the first gay 
rights bill in Minnesota’s history when I 


was on the Minneapolis City Council. That 
would’ve been 1965 or ’66. That became 
the defining issue of the 1994 campaign. 
I was booed off the stage in St. Cloud — I 
was the governor, for Christ’s sake — and 
booed in Forest Lake. They invited me 
to speak at the convention, and not only 
was I booed there, but they turned their 
backs on me. 

I don’t know how many times in Ameri¬ 
can history a sitting governor was denied 
endorsement. But the rudeness was rather 
stunning. 

I remember a story told to me by the 
former chairman of the Republican Party 
of Minnesota, Bob Brown. He said he got 
this brilliant young lawyer in St. Cloud to 
run for the Legislature, and he worked 
hard, got up and gave this very fine speech. 
Then this old fart from the county board 
gets up and says, “Y’all know me. I’m for 
guns and against abortion.” Sat down to 
a standing ovation. 

I really believe over the past 40 years the 
Republican Party has started to get more 
and more ugly. They kind of kept their 
feelings under wraps. But it was abun¬ 
dantly clear they were not supportive of 
human rights, of immigration, and they 
were openly hostile to gay rights. Then 
they got into one of the ugliest things you 
can do in a democratic society, and that’s 
restricting the rights of people to vote. To 
me, that’s very close to treason. 

As long as all these undercurrents were 
kept as undercurrents, that’s okay. The 


minute they become central, you realize 
how embarrassing it is. Republicans are 
petrified, and I think with good reason. 

Donald Trump, in fairness to him, didn’t 
invent anything new. He’s just repeating 
ever 5 Thinghe had heard. This all existed 
long before he came along. 

I haven’t been impressed with him since 
day one. It starts with the hairdo, and gets 
worse as you go down. 

Two people came into the campaign 
with public policy. And it was Jeb Bush 
and Hillary Clinton. And the media very 
quickly galvanized behind Donald Trump. 
They saw their ratings go up the more 
they covered Trump. They ignored Bush’s 
attempt to talk about public policy, and 
virtually ridiculed him. I’m not often criti¬ 
cal of the media, but I am this year. And it’s 
driven mostly by television, and ratings. 

They never really vetted Bemie Sanders, 
and to this day have not vetted Donald 
Trump. Hillary Clinton? Oh my God. No 
human being in history has been more 
vetted. 

Hillary was a visitor in our home while 
I was governor. She’d been working on 
programs for children, and my wife was 
very interested in that as well. The two 
of them went into the fridge and made 
sandwiches and literally sat up until 1 
o’clock in the morning talking. I found 
her very kind, a very good person. 

Hillary did something First Ladies since 
Eleanor Roosevelet haven’t done, and that 
was engage in public policy. She really 



drove the healthcare debate, and that was 
the first concerted effort to demonize her, 
orchestrated by the insurance companies. 

I think men have to realize their atti¬ 
tude toward women has not been fully 
appropriate. If a man like Donald Trump 
screams at his audience, that’s okay, it’s 
exciting, he’s whipping his people up. If 
a woman does the exact same thing, she’s 
shrill, unladylike. 

Donald Trump has taken campaign¬ 
ing to a new low. I was surprised he was 
able to mimic a handicapped reporter, and 
there wasn’t the outrage that situation 
warranted. Or John McCain, spends five 
years in “the hole.” Trump never spent a 
day in the military, and basically implies 
McCain is some kind of loser. 

I think you’re going to see more and 
more people saying Trump is mentally ill, 
and you’re going to see psychologists and 
psychiatrists suggesting he probably is. I 
think a lot of Republicans see that coming, 
and they don’t know what to do about it. 

But it kind of reminds me of the French 
Revolution. Once you’ve got that guillotine 
going, you know, eventually, that sucker’s 
going to take your neck. 03

I n the not-too-distant past — April 15 of last year, 
specifically, a pleasantly muggy spring night — 
hundreds of fans form a buzzing, chattering line 
that stretches the length of the damp sidewalk 
in front of Minneapolis’ Parkway Theater.

Hodgson shows off his old standup chops 
as he works the crowd, happily fielding 
questions he’s probably answered dozens 
of times. 

Then the main event: the notorious 
season-five finale, Manos: The Hands ofFate. 

M ystery Science Theater3000 is a high- 
concept, low-budget show celebrat¬ 
ing cinema’s worst. Each installment 
is framed by the exploits of the host — first 


chological testing/torture. The core of the 
show is the movies themselves, screened in 
their excruciating near-entirety which the 
host and his robot pals relentlessly mock in 
an effort to keep themselves sane. 

For instance, Manos: The Hands ofFate 
Giteral translation: Hands: The Hands of 
Fate) is an infamous obscurity unearthed 
by the MST3K crew. It’s the story of a family 
road trip through Texas that ends in poorly 
choreographed disaster when the group 
runs across aPG-ratedblack-magic sex cult. 

Manos is quite possibly among the five 
or 10 worst movies ever made. Seeing it on

Hodgson, later head writer Mike Nelson, 
and soon to be Jonah Ray in the forthcom¬ 
ing revival of the series — who has been 
imprisoned on a drifting spaceship, a.k.a. 
the Satellite of Love, and forced to watch 
atrocious movies as part of ongoing psy¬ 


the Parkway’s big screen is hideous glory. 
The audience is in hysterics. People shout 
in unison with their favorite zingers. 

Watching live people heckle televised 
people heckling a screen within a screen 
is some low-rent postmodern weirdness.

It’s all part of the delightful madness that 
mside Mystery Science Theater3000 a nerd- 
comedy phenomenon that spawned a pair 
of post-show spinoffs featuring various 
configurations of the cast, touring live 
shows, and a streaming internet channel. 

Now, thanks to the most successful video 
campaign in Kickstarter history, the little 
Minneapolis show made of home-glued 
props and arcana dredged from the cultural

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T here’s something inherently un-Min- 
nesotan about talking back at movies. 
The interrupting. The cry for attention. 
Criticizing all those people who probably 
worked real hard, y’know? 

But Mystery Science Theater was born 
here when Stevens Point, Wisconsin, native 
Hodgson moved back to his adopted home 
of Minneapolis after a stint acting and doing 
standup in Los Angeles. He cooked up an 
idea at once kookily elaborate and brilliantly 
simple, assembled a cast of local comedic 
talent, rigged up the sets and robot characters 
from junk-store finds — a skill honed in his 
early days as a prop comic — and debuted 
the show on a local Twin Cities station. 

Mike Nelson agrees that the MST3K 
“house style,” now known as movie riff- 
ing, goes against something in the humble 
Northern spirit. Nelson was the show’s head 
writer before taking over as host in season 
six following Hodgson’s departure. 

“I think that’s why we built in the fiction 
of being forced [to interrupt]. We wouldn’t 
do it otherwise, unless someone told us to,” 
he tells City Pages. “Once you get over that 
premise, I think there’s something self- 
effacing about the comedy. It’s a lot of class- 
clown comedy from the back.” 

After the end of Mystery Science Theatefs 
11-year run, cast members from various 
eras of the show teamed up to form off¬ 
shoot movie-rifiinggroups. Hodgson, Trace 
Beaulieu, Mary Jo Pehl, Frank Conniff, and 
J. Elvis Weinstein collaborated on a show 
called Cinematic Titanic, where the group 
would sometimes take on the daunting task 
of riffing in real time while the object of 
scorn and affection played out before them 
on the big screen. 

Meanwhile, Mike Nelson and cohorts Bill 
Corbett and Kevin Murphy came up with 
RiffTrax, whose format had an ingenious 
workaround to a problem that had hounded 
the original show for years.

MST3K could only tacWe movies they had 
to rights to air, and budgetary constraints 
meant that was a limited pool. RiffTrax 
would capture audio recordings of Nelson, 
Corbett, and Murphy cracking wise about 
a slew of popular movies, such as Titanic, 
and Twilight and Harry Potter installments. 
But there was no need for the rights. Just 
like a kid in the ’70s syncing up Pink Floyd’s 
Dark Side of the Moon with The Wizard of 
Oz, the RiffTrax listener only had to queue 
up the film in question, then simultaneously 
start the audio episode. 

Licensing problem solved. 

‘We hacked it, man!” says Corbett, also 
the former voice of Crow on MST3K and 
self-identified as the group’s resident pushy 
East Coast representative. Corbett joined 
fellow MSTJK alums and the show’s new 
host, Jonah Ray, on a panel conference call. 

‘We tried domgDaredevil, the Ben Affleck 
Daredevil, which is great for riffing,” cracks 
Murphy, the former Tom Servo, “but there 
are no copies of it available.” 

The core of the MST3K crew has suc¬ 
cessfully collaborated in several iterations. 
Perhaps what’s most notable is what hasn’t 
happened in all the years since: No other 
group has managed to successfully launch 
a similar venture in the open-source, seem¬ 
ingly accessible business of movie riffing. 

Why is that? 

“I’ve wondered about that too,” Nelson 
says. “The writing itself is really specialized 
and really hard. To get up to speed on it takes 
a while. We find even very accomplished 
writers will bail. The time commitment is 
so big and the mistakes are so hard to avoid 
in the early going. It’s a weird craft. It’s like 
we’ve invented our own hand-hammered 
comedy where you have to be an appren- 
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tice for 10 years to produce this thing. At 
the beginning it’s very time-intensive and 
low-reward. 

“I think people go in saying, ‘Hey I saw 
this bad movie, there’s a funny scene I 
made fun of and everyone laughed. I’ll 
sit down and write it.’ Well, there was 
45 minutes of buildup before that scene, 
and now you have to fill that blank slate 
in with a laugh every 10 or 20 seconds.” 

Yet, Murphy notes, riffing arguably 
dates back a few hundred years at least. 

“Well, gee, I think the first time I saw 
this happen was in the play A Midsummer 
Night’s Dream, when they’re doing the 
show and the king’s court are all mocking 
it, and they’re making comments right back 
to the stage. So what we do is certainly 
not anything new.” 

“I would just say Kevin’s right,” Corbett 
chimes in. “Shakespeare started it, but 
we’re better than Shakespeare.” 

nother theater, another atrocity. 

This time it’s the James K Polk The¬ 
ater in Nashville, Tennessee, where 
the RiffTrax crew of Nelson, Corbett, and 
Murphy have gathered for a live vivisection 
of Time Chasers. 

Time Chasers was SiMystery Science The¬ 
ater favorite, notable for being one of the 
relatively few movies skewered that was 
contemporaneous with the show. Three 
years after the release of Terminator 2,

The audience in Nashville is certainly 
receptive. They’re whooping it up too at 
the AMC Rosedale 14 in Minnesota, one of 
hundreds of movie houses participating in

1994’s Time Chasers represents time travel 
with what appears to be an old Windows 
screensaver. All of said trips wind up in a 
future that looks suspiciously like suburban 
Vermont circa 1994 (except that one time 
they go back to the Revolutionary War). 

The RiffTrax guys are clearly having a 
great time tearing through Time Chasers, 
cracking each other up onstage while the 
film plays on a screen behind them. Even 
though they riffled the movie together back 
in 1997, they’ve come up with a whole new 
batch of jokes. Corbett even works in a 
reference to modernity’s greatest terrible 
movie. The Room. 

“Lisa!” he growls in his best Tommy 
Wiseau, ‘You and the space-time continuum 
are tearing me apart!” 

Later on. Nelson reflects on the energy 
of the live shows. “I have abasement office. 
It’s a nice office, but it’s abasement office, 
so I feel like a comedy troll and every now 
and then they let me out for some light and 
I get to do these live shows. [In recorded 


a live simulcast of the show. Fathom Events 
has simulcast 19 of these RiffTrax stage 
productions, and they’ll give the same treat¬ 
ment to the big reunion event at the State 
Theatre, which also celebrates RiffTrax’s 
10-year anniversary. 

The very mention of the Minneapolis 
reunion show provokes a thunderous ova¬ 
tion in the mostly full theater in Rosedale. 
They go bonkers like the guys onstage at 
the Polk Theater can hear them. 

The resurgence oiMystery Science Theater 
3000 has provoked a wave of enthusiasm 
that seems to surprise even the creators. 
And the fans are puttingtheir money where 
their mouth is. 

Hodgson launched a 2015 Kickstarter 
campaign with the hopes of rebooting the 
show for several more episodes, perhaps 
inciting a new run on a network yet to be 
determined. On December 11, he hosted a 
five-hour online live telethon to raise money 
for the venture. A few technical glitches in 
the broadcast be damned, the campaign

wound up generating $5.7million, almost a 
millionmore than the original goal, including 
an additional $600,000 outside Kickstarter. 

It’s enough to produce 14 more MST3K 
episodes with an all-new cast that features 
host Jonah Ray of Comedy Central’s The 
Meltdown with Jonah andKumail alongside 
new hot voices Hampton Yount and Baron 
Vaughn for Tom Servo and Crow, pitted 
against villains played by geek icons Felicia 
Day and Patton Oswalt. The writers’ room 
will be stacked with the diverse talents, 
including The Simpsons’ Dana Gould and 
bestselling authors Ernest Cline (Ready 
Player One) and Patrick Rothfliss (The Name 
of the Wind). Already slated for guest spots 
on the revamped series: Mark Hamill, Joel 
McHale, Jerry Seinfeld. 


((T he way I joke around my friends 
I and the way I like to write j okes 
I and the comedic stuff I do, it’s 
really based off of the rhythm that I learned 
from watching Mystery Science Theater,” 
says Ray. 

Ray, a lifelong comedy nerd, has rapidly 
ascended the ranks of geekdom. He’s the 
co-host of a standup showcase launched 
from a comic-book store, has appeared 
on Moron and Drunk History, and is a key 
player in Chris Hardwick’s Nerdist empire. 

But to Ray, nothing compares to being 
named the newest host of MST3K. 

“My most watched movie is the Mystery 
Science Theater for This Island Earth. I had 
it on VHS and I watched it all the time. And 
then it became one of those things where 
I could turn it on and then fall asleep to it 
because I knew it so well.” 
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The voices of Hodgson and the hots, he 
says, have tucked him into bed ‘'more times 
than my mom.” 

When he first heard of the Kickstarter, 
back before he had any inkling he would 
actually be a part of the revival, Ray says 
he immediately sent in “more money than 
I told my wife I donated, just because I 
wanted to see it happen.” Now that he is 
involved, “I will go until I overstay my wel¬ 
come, and then 111 stay for as long as I can 
after that.... It’s literally the job I wanted 
when I was a kid.” 

F or devotees — MSTies as they dubbed 
themselves back in the primordial days 
of the internet, when the show became 
one of the first to develop a fan community 
online — the reunion show at the State 
Theatre has been a long time coming. So 
the question looms, what finally changed 
to bring everybody back together? 

The consensus answer: Nothing in 
particular. 

Nelson says there’s no lingering acrimony 
or dramatic rift, just the natural progres¬ 
sion of careers in different trajectories and 
lives in different cities. 

“I think there’s a thing on the internet 
where people want to fill that vacuum,” 
he says, chuckling. 

“The timing seemed right,” Murphy says. 
“It never seemed right before, as busy as 
we’ve all been, or focused on other things, 
and it was just sort of an alignment of the 
stars.” 

“But I still demanded to be flown in to 
Minneapolis from Minneapolis,” Trace 
Beaulieu, a.k.a. Dr. Forrester, chimes in. 
‘Well, the FAAhad something to say about 
that. It’s not a safe maneuver.” 

The crew says they have some surprises in 
store for the bigreunion show, which Nelson 
expects to be “a donnybrook, just a bunch 
of people swinging up there.” The fodder 
for the evening won’t be a deliriously bad 
movie. To accommodate such a sprawling 
group from all eras of MST3K, they’ll riff 
on a series of educational video shorts, a 
favorite pastime from the original show. 

The shorts consist mostly of corporate- 
or government-produced public-service 
announcements, presumably intended 
to help viewers of the ’50s and ’60s lead 
an upstanding life. In the harsh light of 
retrospect, helpful tutorials like “What 
About Juvenile Delinquency?” or “Is This 
Love?,” a guide to marriage and romance 
by Professor Paul H. Landis at the State 
College of Washington, aren’t so helpful. 

“I think I love them because they seem, 
at this point in time, to have come from 
another planet,” Murphy says. “And they’re 
so serious that they’re like the perfect 
straight man for us.” 

“I like that they’re short,” Beaulieu adds. 
Corbett says half the fun is curating them. 
“They’re like little archaeological digs into 
mid-20th-century America, and they are 


pretty tight-assed.” 

The gang promises a new batch of shorts 
to be sacrificed upon the altar of snark, like 
wa3rward victims wandering into Manos’ 
lair. The hands (hands) of fate have at last 
conspired to realign all the players for the 
RiffTrax show. It is, after all, its own little 
cult, inspiring the smirking, eye-rolling 
ecstasy in its fervent following nicely 
summed up by Ray, the newest leader. 

“It’s a comedy-nerd Woodstock. It’s 
going to be really insane.” 03

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MAKER’S SHARK 

Do you really need to know about brewing to enjoy beer? Turns out, it helps.

A S I’m a beer writer, there’s an 
assumption that I’m an expert 
on the stuff. That’s somewhat 
true; I know a whole lot about 
drinking beer. But Td sooner be caught 
chainsaw-carving a bust of Laurence 
Fishburne than running a mash tun. Fine 
measurements and microbiology are for 
the attuned and fastidious — folks like 
me are liable to propagate botulism with 
a homebrew kit. 

So, when Vine Park Brewing invited 
me to come and cook up a batch at their 
St. Paul microbrewery, I was wary of how 
I’d manage. Eventually, the promise of 
knowing what I’m talking about once 
in a while roped me in. 

Vine Park was one of the first brew- 
on-premise breweries in the country 
when it opened 21 years ago. Today, it’s 


one of just 10 brew-on-premise facilities 
left in the United States, and it’s the only 
place in the Midwest where you can walk 
in the door and start making your own 
beer without any training at all. It’s the 
perfect place for a lummox like me to 
try out my Mark Stutrud impression. 

Owner Andy Grage waits at the counter 
with a menu of 60 (sixty!) recipes. There’s 
ever 3 Thing from lagers to Belgian wits to 
imperial stouts for amateurs to flounder 
through. Your $165-$205 investment will 
earn you six cases of 22-ounce bottles and 
enough know-how to pass for a cicerone 
in less discerning company. 

I pick the Stump Jumper, an amber 
pale ale that has a spiritual sibling in 
New Belgium Fat Tire. I pick it both 
because it’s a good beer and because it 
seems difficult to fuck up. Pilsners are 
the most difficult to perfect, so I opt for 
something I can hide my amateurism 


behind. 

Luckily, Grage and his team make 
brewing fairly idiot-proof. Temperature 
control — perhaps one of the most finicky 
and intimidating aspects of running a 
brew operation — is handled by a Vine 
Park sherpa, who also walks you through 
the recipe step by step. The brew begins 
with a kind of beer tea. Grage bobs a tea 
bag full of malts in a warming vessel 
while explaining exactly how the process 
will go down. He’ll man the controls; I’ll 
dump stuff in the kettle from time to time. 
We each measure out a pitcher of malt 
extract and stir it in. Then, he brings me 
pelleted hops and tells me to portion them 
out — one bowl of Northern Brewer, two 
bowls of Kent Golding. Simple as that. 

The experience isn’t dumbed down, it’s 
just simplified. The barriers to brewing 
are in the details. I certainly want to 
know more about the beer that’s in my

glass, but I’m not willing to risk a five- 
gallon sanitation emergency in my 
basement to do it. Nor am I willing to 
read a textbook to prevent that from 
happening. 

There are points in the process where 
you feel like you’re just along for the ride. 
Brewing at Vine Park is a bit closer to 
cooking. Grage is the chef, and I the sous 
chef. At each point in the hop schedule, 
he tells me what the dose would add 
to the beer, and when we finish, he 
talks through fermentation in the least 
condescending terms possible — but I’m 
still just basically the dude in the elbow- 
length rubber gloves following orders. 

After about an hour and a half of stirring.

measuring, and boiling, the brew is over. 
Grage pumps the wort (that’s sugary pre¬ 
beer, as I can now confidently say) through 
a heat exchanger and into a bucket for 
fermentation. I add the flaked yeast with 
a dumbass’ grin. I recognize that I’ve 
barely done an 5 l:hing 
that could be rightly 
labeled brewing, but 
I still feel a sense of 
pride. For the first 
time, I feel a kindred 
bond with the beer 
I’m about to drink. 

That is, the beer 
I’ll be drinking in two 
weeks’ time. 

For all the 
inconveniences Vine 
Park is able to erase, they still can’t do 
away with the fermentation process. It’s 
not beer without alcohol, and it takes a 
while for the yeast to eat the sugars and 
crap out the intoxicating element of the 
brew In the intervening days, I find myself 
wondering about my bucket, sitting in Vine 
Park’s cooler, growing in complexity and 
flavor. I go back two weeks later to see how 
my baby pale ale fared in beer puberty. 

Bottling is an arduous process. You 
work a lever and a spigot, filling each 
bottle individually and capping it with 
a remedial press. It’s the closest thing to 
work I’ve experienced in the process, but 
it finally seems like I’m earning the beer. 
With each full box I pack up, I feel closer 
to that perceived expertise, and whether 
that’s imagined or not, it feels good. 

You can’t drink at Vine Park, so I don’t 
get to try my Stump Jumper until I get 
home. The crack of the cap off the bottle 
satisfies on an almost elemental level. The 
beer froths into my stein seductively, the 


aromas all erupting with purpose. I feel like 
a dingus for enjoying it so much. It goes 
down a bit fruitier than I’d expected. It’s 
not at all unlike Fat Tire, which is a little 
disappointingbecause it isn’t as daring and 
unique as the beers I’d fantasized about 
making, but the fact 
that I can attribute 
that flavor to the ale 
yeast is a passable 
victory. 

It’s good to know 
that hops added 
early in the boil lend 
aroma to the batch, 
and those added late 
are for bitterness. It’s 
useful to be able to 
taste the roastiness 
and point to the amber malt extract versus 
the sweetness, which comes from the 
crystal malt steeped earlier in the process. 
These skills are about as useful as card 
tricks, but they still give the beer a light 
it was missing before. 

It’s easy to uncap a beer, guzzle it, and 
discard the bottle without thinking too 
much about it. In fact, this is a really great 
way to enjoy beer. But when you start 
thinking with your senses, when the steps 
and idios 3 mcrasies of the brewing process 
bloom into the subconscious experience 
of drinking, that’s a whole other level of 
enjoyment. 

I’m not at that level yet. The simple fact 
is I don’t belong on a brewery floor. I’m a 
drinker, not a maker. But those two things 
are complementary. Even this cursory 
introduction has increased my appreciation 
exponentially. You don’t necessarily need 
to be an artisan to enjoy taking down a pint 
in the back yard, but you’d be surprised 
how much it’d help. 03

GRIM AND FROSTBITTEN KINGDOMS 

The Last King isn’t quite epic, and that’s okay

T he Last King is almost certainly 
the first movie to feature 13th- 
century Norwegian warriors 
firing bows and arrows while 
being towed behind draft horses on skis. 
Bless its heart, it’s also totally sincere — 
there isn’t an an ounce of winking irony 
to Ravn Lanesskog’s historical drama, 
whose low-key modesty is a welcome 
corrective to the would-be epics cur¬ 
rently flooding theaters. 

As such, there’s no bloat to its 
100-minute runtime. In that sense The 
Last King is kin to The Wave, last year’s 
natural-disaster movie that likewise 
pointed toward Norway as a source of 
lean, well-wrought genre fare. I can’t 
speak to the historical accuracy of these 
ski battles; lest it ruin my fun, I don’t even 
want to look it up in case none of these 


downhill chases ever actually occurred. 

Set in 1204, when our Scandinavian 
friends were in the midst of a civil war. 
The Last King commences with two illicit 
lovers in a candlelit chamber hatching 
a treasonous plot to do away with their 
king. They’re overheard, of course, 
but the villains carry out their scheme 
nevertheless. It goes off without a hitch 
— until it doesn’t. With his dying breath, 
the poisoned ruler reveals that he has an 
infant son who is to inherit the throne. 
Two loyal subjects are in the midst of 
retrieving said heir, much to the chagrin 
of the would-be usurper, who does exactly 
what you’d expect him to: He sends his 
underlings to assassinate the child as 
well. In for a kroner, in for a kilogram. 

This is a film of many -icides, centering 
primarily on the reg- and infant- varieties, 
though there are certainly attempts at 
the fratr- kind as well. Brothers betray 


brothers and loyalists betray confidences. 
But there’s honor to be found as well. The 
dude who plays Tormund Giantsbane on 
Game of Thrones (Kristofer Hivju) treks 
across hyperborea with the royal baby 
and his best bro on a mission from their 
slain monarch to ensure the regal line 
lives on. The Last King's palace intrigue 
isn’t always intriguing, and the action is 
too modestly scaled to inspire awe, but 
Lanesskog’s film proves oddly charming 
as a sitcom-esque bromance between 
two faithful servants. 

Hivju, who plays easily the most 
endearing wildling on Thrones, has an 
easy chemistry with his co-star. At one 
point they flee their horse-riding enemies 
(on skis, of course), first downhill and then 
cross-country, holding onto their royal 
charge all the while. Think of it as Two 
Norwegians and a Baby with broadswords 
thrown in for good measure. 


THE LAST KING

Back at the seat of power, the miscreant 
who plotted to off the king in the first 
place frames his brother for the crime 
and allows him to rot in a jail cell. The 
Last King doesn’t fare as well with this 
kind of Shakespearean backstabbing, 
based on fact though much of it may be, 
and awaiting the newborn heir apparent 
eventually becomes a matter of course. 

The film functions as a sort of creation 
myth for the Norway of today, as it isn’t 
battle prowess but the ability to bring 
about peace that’s most highly valued here. 
War isn’t glorious but rather a necessary 
evil and a means to an end — something 
to get out of the way before resuming 
life as normal. 03

Two new theaters rush to open renovated spaces

I f all goes according to plan, two new 
theaters will have opened their doors 
in the Twin Cities by the time we see 
our next snowfall. 

On West Seventh Street in St. Paul, Ryan 
and Tina North have just saved a historic 
theater from the wreckingball. The Garden 
Theater originally opened 100 years ago 

as a movie

Ryan 

North says

city told the previous owner the severely 
deteriorated building would have to be torn 
down unless a viable renovation plan was 
put into place soon. ‘Tou could stand where 
our center stage is going to be,” he recalls, 
‘'and look up and see the sky.” 

The Norths came up with a plan: They 
bought the building and will reopen it this 
fall as North Garden Theater. After renova¬ 
tions, the venue will be a flexible space with 
the capacity to accommodate an audience 
of about 150. 

“We hope to mostly make it available for 
all of the nomadic performers and artists 
and groups who need a space,” says Ryan. 
With funding in place and the neighbor-

hood onboard, the owners are ready to begin 
construction. ‘We’re at the tail end of the 
red-tape portion of the development,” he 
says. ‘We’re hopingfor an October opening.” 

Meanwhile, in northeast Minneapolis, the 
founders of Strike Theater are on a tighter 
timetable: Their doors need to be open by 
August, when the theater will serve as a 
Fringe venue. “It’s gonna come down to 
the wire,” says Allison Broeren, “but we’ve 
known that since day one.” 

Broeren joined with Joe Bozic and Mike 
Fotis to found the new venue, recognizing a 
need for a space dedicated to spoken word, 
storytelling, and sketch comedy. 

They saw an opportunity when the SEIU 
Local 26 labor union moved to the Thorp 
Building on Central Avenue. The union 
needed ameetingroom, so the Strike found¬ 
ers suggested they combine purposes. Strike 
will get a space to use for performances, 
and the SEIU will get “probably the fanciest 
union meetings around,” laughs Broeren, 
“with full theater lights and such.” 

The organizations are also planning col¬ 
laborative programming. Strike Theater 
will operate as a nonprofit, hosting shows 
in the new venue (capacity 100-200) as well 
as running outreach and education efforts. 

The founders hope Strike will do for 
their communities what HUGE Theater 
has done for the improv scene, serving as 
a permanent home and a center of gravity. 
“The audience here is lookingfor a dedicated 
home for these communities,” says Bozic. 
“If we can draw them into one particular 
place, I think the audience will explode.” 03

The four self-made churches found on Cut the Body Loose, the latest from local rap star Astronautalis

ii ^ ain’t no Christian / That was 
I momma’s thing.” With these 
I words, Astronautalis cut him- 
self free from the traditions of 
his baptism. 

If dbeen ameanderingfour years since the 
transplanted Minneapolis rapper released 
the galvanizingly existential This Is Our 
Science. Turns out that album was the 
philosophical foundation on which he’d 
build his own metaphorical church. 

That church turned out to be a diocese 
— a family of secular belief systems, each 
with a mission spelled out in the tracklist 
of his fifth LP, last month’s Cut the Body 
Loose. The prodigal rh 5 miesmith is back 
in town to preach his latest gospel at the 
Turf Club and 7th St. Entry on June 17 and 
18, respectively. He agreed to lay down the 
doctrine of the slanged-out Creole appari¬ 
tion that is Cut the Body Loose. 

The Church of Individual Wherewithal 

If there’s one central credo to Astronautalis’ 
body of work, if s that self-reliance is the 
gateway to paradise. 

Cut the Body Loose is a purgatory between 
This Is Our Science and reality. It champions 
the same fierce individualism of the previous 
record, but does so with the j aded vocabu¬ 
lary of a man who’s seen those ideals fail. 

‘T felt a pin in my balloon after making 
this album of uproarious anthems on self- 
reliance and independence,” the real-life 
Andy Bothwell, 34, says of the ‘'romantic” 
and “optimistic” Science. “And then having 
people listen to it and then do the exact 
same things I was talking against.” 

Astro’s always been a sloganeering despot 
on record, but Cut the Body Loose allowed 
him to get closer to the uglier, uncomely 
sides of his personality. 

“There’s areally selfish and self-indulgent 
corner of what the new record is,” he says. 
“This record became about seeing bigger 
world issues that represented the exact 
opposite of that [optimism]” 

Cut the Body Loose is about how you 
proceed once those anthemic fight songs 
amount to nothing more than stylish bum¬ 
per stickers. Instead of returning to the 


dusty American 
Revolution allego¬ 
ries of past records, 

Astronautalis relays 
the determination 
of his friends in 
post-Katrina New 
Orleans and the 
proprietors of ille¬ 
gal house shows in 
Slovakia. 

“In a lot of ways, 
you can say this is 
my religion,” says 
the hard-traveling 
MC, originally 
from Jacksonville, 

Florida. “I’ve found 
a rock in the self- 
reliance, indepen¬ 
dence, and hard 
work of individual 
human beings. And 
I feel almost obli¬ 
gated to share this 
with people.” 

First Church of the Prophet Jason Feathers 

Around 2013, Astronautalis started acting 
weird. He bought a gold grill. His drawl got 
more pronounced. At the inaugural Faux 
Claires festival in 2015, he holed up in a 
confessional booth that he presided over 
like some sort of twisted televangelist. 

With this new aesthetic came anewname. 
He took on the persona of Creflo, the bom¬ 
bastic cleric frontman of Jason Feathers, 
a grime-rap band he’d formed alongside 
Bon Ivor’s Justin Vernon. Together, they 
released De Oro, a bizarre, braggadocious 
hip-hop album that utterly baffled critics. 
But to Astronautalis, it was the most intui¬ 
tive pivot he could’ve made. 

“[That record] helped me embrace a lot of 
parts of me that I’d forgotten about,” he says. 

There’s a reason Cut tracks “Running 
Away from God” and “Kurt Cobain” shiver 
with New Orleans horns and “Attila Ambrus” 
jumps with Creole piano. While searching 
for an aesthetic closer to his honest self, 
Astronautalis went back to his Southern 
roots. 

“I wanted it to draw on both the South I 


grew up in and the musical roots of weirdo 
jazz scene in New Orleans with folks like 
Professor Longhair and Dr. John,” Both¬ 
well says. 

Part ofthat journey back to Dixie involved 
Astronautalis revisiting the idea of the 
minister. It’s a deeply ingrained trope in 
American life, especially so in the ludicrous 
swampland of northern Florida. 

“The idea of the American fire-and- 
brimstone minister is something even my 
fans in Slovakia are familiar with,” Bothwell 
says. “A good preacher takes a big, gigantic 
message and finds a way to package it in a 
relatable, entertaining way. What I’m doing 
isn’t too different.” 

The New Church of Universal Slanguage 

Considered alongside his early work, 
“SIKF!” seemed almost sacrosanct when 
it dropped as Cut the Body Loosei's first single. 
All of a sudden, the skinny hipster boy from 
the Midwest was going from chronicling 
Russian scientists to sampling Allen Iver¬ 
son soundbites, blessing up to Lil’ B, and 
calling Rick Ross “just a cop with some 


bad tattoos.” 

Though he’s often sequestered in the sub¬ 
genre “indie-rap,” Astronautalis has never 
been a backpacker. He grew up on the No 
Limit, Slip-N-Slide, and LaFace Records 
— bordellos of blinged-out hedonism that 
defined Southern hip-hop in the 1990s. For 
the first time in his career, Astronautalis 
embraced those industry-rap influences. 

“I felt really disenfranchised with what 
rap had become for awhile,” he says. “But 
rap has become the most exciting it’s ever 
been.” 

More than that, hip-hop has evolved 
into the common lexicon of the people. 
Astronautalis hears sportscasters using rap 
neologisms, and he sees Hillary Clinton 
hitting dabs on Ellen. It trips him out. 

“Language is the lynchpin of every 
record,” Bothwell says. “If I wanted to 
communicate big ideas in this day and age, 
[hip-hop slang] was the natural language 
to operate in.”

very literal tradition in New Orleans jazz 
funerals. During the service, mourners will 
say their final goodbyes to the deceased 
before entombment. Instantly, the music 
in the procession becomes more upbeat, 
releasing all the sick grief of the ceremony 
and turning it into a true celebration. 

It’s a beautiful moment, one that’s 
replicated on Cut the Body Loose. It’s all 
despair and dire circumstance until the 
title track. Heartbreak C'In the Tall Grass,” 
‘'Guard the Flame”) and disaster (“1515 
Washington,” “Forest Fire”). 

“I don’t have an answer to the problems 
in the world, and that’s the point of the 
album,” Bothwell says. “It builds up to 
that point in where all the problems have 
compounded, and then there’s just this 
big, dumb, ignorant, joyous dance party.” 

“Cut the Body Loose” pivots directly into 
“SIKE!” before culminating the euphoric 
turn in “Boiled Peanuts,” a wistful ode to 
youthful idiocy with a hook sung by fellow 
Southern transplant Lizzo. 

There are no callbacks to the systemic 
tragedies he despairs over earlier in the 
tracklist, nor is there any grand, philosophi¬ 
cal conclusion. There’s just a memory of 
a dumb kid dissing too hard at open mics. 
Then, it’s over. 

“I’m letting go of that desire to find a 
point and finding a new happiness,” Both¬ 
well says. “I don’t wanna make a manifesto. 
Manifestos are boring as fuck.” BS

Diaper 

Dilemma 

How do I tell my boyfriend 
his diaper doesn’t 
bother me?

T ’ve been dating a nice gay for a month 
or so. Sex is good, and we’re faulty* 
compatible in other ways, too. He told 
me he likes to wear diapers. He said 
he doesn’t want me to do it with him, but 
that every once in a while he likes to wear 
them because it makes him feel “safe.” He 
said that this isn’t sexual for him, but I have 
trouble believinghim. I’m not sure how I feel 
about this. He also said that it embarrasses 
him and he wishes it wasn’t something he 
needed. If you have any insight into what 
to ask him or how to make sure I can keep 
him satisfied sexually as we move forward 
(if we do), it would be appreciated. 

DO I ASK POORER EVERYTHING 
RESPECTFULLY, SIR? 

You shouldn’t assume (contra your sign- 
off) that Potential New Bo5ffriend (PNB) 
is pooping his diapers.

Mount Prospect is a suburb, so 
there are schools or parks near just about 
everything. And there’s agun shop a couple 
blocks away from a large public park and 
an elementary school — and no one ever 
walked into a school and started diapering 
students to death. Maybe worry about the 
real threat to your kids. Mount Prospect?
